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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding Claim and Specification objections, 
Applicant has argued that there is no requirement that the subject matter of a claim be described literally. A claim term that is not used or 
defined in the specification is not indefinite if the meaning of the claim term is discernible. However, the examiner does not presume the 
claim term of "computer readable medium" to be equivalent other terms in the spec such as "CPU, RAM or ROM". The Examiner suggests 
Applicant to use the same term which has been defined in the spec; or to amend the spec to include the term of "computer readable 
medium". 

Applicant also argued that an object Window 21 1 and an object in Window 212 do not correspond to the claimed "first GUI element" and 
"second GUI element". However, the Window 21 1 including a menu bar corresponds to the first GUI element. The Window 212 including a 
menu bar corresponds to the second GUI element. 

Applicant argued that Hiura fails to disclose "removing from the computer display the first GUI element ....and replaced by the 
application...". However, Window 211 is removed and replaced by Window 212 but both the Windows and their content remain on the 
display 
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
